GOLD FROM BEACH SAND. 
PLAYA DEL REY, April 2.~In an 


j|endeaver to recover the yellow metal 


from the auriferous black sands that 
are found on the shores of the Pacific 
from. British Columbia to the south- 
ernmost extremity of the possessions 
ot Diaz, William Hatch and T. L. Sel- 
kirk have set up a miniature “proc- 
es plant and are about to begin op- 
erations on this beach. Process men 
by the score have gone before them, 
but in the vast majority of cuses the 
gold has proven so elusive that the 
experiments have failed in a measure. 
Hatch is @ manufacturing marine 
chemist from England and Selkirk its a 
Scot. her they have evolved a 
mechanism which they claim saves ev- 
ery particle of gold in the sand. To 
outward appearances, their invention is 
simply a large box-shaped trough. A 
hopper at the top receives the sand and 
sprocket wheels on the side of the box, 
operated by an ordinary chain of the 
bieycle pattern, indicate that within 


the box there is some secret mech- 
anism. Mercury also forms an impor- 
tant part of the process, which is a 
wet one, requiring a minimum of wa- 
ter.

This year the output of produce 
from the Imperial Valley: bids fair to 


the valley, including sev- 
ral thousand acres on the Mexican 
side of the frontier line. The principal 
crops are wheat, bariey, cats and al- 
faifa. These are being grown partly 
for grain, partly for hay, and partly 
for stock-feeding. There are at present 
Over 25,000 head of cattle, and about 
the same number of hogs, fattening on 
the land. and over and above local 
requirements, at least half a million 
sacks of grain, besides thousands of 
tons of hay. will be available for ship- 
ment out of the valley during the com- 
ing harvest. Figures like these elo- 
ouentiy proclaim that an extensive 
new area has deen added to the 


iforala. 

This is exceptional success—all the 
mofe wonderful because it has been 
fommanded more by the quality of the 
settlers who have gone into the valley 
than by the quality of the irrigation 
works themselves. For these have 
heen notoriously imperfect, proving in 
the result, if the proof had not been 
already clear enough by anticipation, 
that irrigation ditches without con- 
trolling dead-gates may be-cheap of 
construction, but are both vexatious 
and ultimately expensive in operation. 
Though the intrinsic merits of the Im-

These, measures of reform and im- 
provemeht are absolutely vital to the 
well-being of this hopeful experiment 
in desert irrigation—an experiment, 
which, it seems, must go on without 
government aid, inasmuch as it has 
been officially declared by the law 
department of the government that 
public purchase of the Imperial canal 
system is legally impossible, under 
existing circumstances, in the absence 
of an empowering agreement with 
Mexico authorizing the transfer to 
the United States of the canal, which 
traverses Mexican territory for the 
greater part of its entire length. 


EVENUES AND THE TARIFF. 

In a Washington dispatch, Repre- 
sentative 8. K. Payne, Chairman of 
the House Committee on Ways and 
Means, is quoted as saying that in his 
opinion, judging from the present 
outlook, there will be no deficit of 
government revenues next year, al- 
though this year the government's def- 
icit will be about $20,000,000. 

The Committee on Ways and Means 
of the House is charged with the 
duty of taking the initiatory steps in 


revision, hence the opinion expressed 
by Chairman Payne is significant. Its 
principal significance would appear to 
be that in all probability there wil! 
be no revision of the tariff at the 
next session of Congress, and prob- 
ably not for some years (unless our 
Democratic friends should- come into 
power on a pledge of tariff revision, 
which seems a remote possibility.) 
Why should there be a revision of 
the tariff at the next session of Con- 
gress, or at ahy time in the very near 


ests of the country prospering? Who is 
demanding a revision of the tariff? 
Surely, there is no public clamor for 
such action. Why is the talk, con- 
stantly kept up? Clearly, it is kept 
up by persons whose motives are any- 
thing but disinterested. As The Times 
has heretofore shown, the New York 
importing interests are the interests 
which would be principally benefited 
by a revision of the tariff, if the thriff 
were to be revised downward. 

But would it be revised downward’

From the viewpoint of political ex- 
pediency,-revision of the tariff by the 
Republican party, under existing con- 
ditions, would clearly be a great tacti- 
cal blunder. “Let well enough alone” 
is a good maxim when business is 
prosperous and things are moving 
| Smoothly. Mr. Payne's prediction that 
there will be a deficit of about $20,000,- 
000 this year in the national revenues, 
and that there will be no deficit next 
year, was obviously based on current 
rates of revenue. If the Republican 
Congress, at its next session, should 
start the wheels in motion for a re- 
vision of the tariff, we could con- 
fidently count upon a deficit next year 
vastly in excess of the prospective 
deficit for the current year. 

Tariff tinkering always unsettles 
business and decreases revenues. In 
all probability the Republican ad- 
ministration, if it should begin tariff 
{tinkering at the next session of Con- 
gress, would be confronted next year 
with a deficit of not less than $50,000,- 
000 to $100,000,000. The new tariff, 
if one were enacted, wou'd hardly go 
into effect before 1907, and would al- 
most certainly increase the deficit dur- 
ing the first year, whether the revision 
were upward or downward. 

Thus the Republican party would be 
compelled to fight the political battle 
of 1908 in the face of a deficit, under 
cireumstances somewhat similar to 
thore which defeated Mr. Cleveland 
in 1896, at the end of an administra- 
‘fon which was notable principally for 
tne large amount of money that had 
been borrowed to keep up the expenses 
of government. 

Let well enough alone. 


Although France may squirm a lit- 
tle, there will probably be no open 
dissent from the Kaiser's declaration 
at Tangier.

NTHE BIG 
INDUSTRIES. 


A writer in the Booklovers’ Magazine 
draws attention to a danger menacing 
the future of America’s export trade, 
that has already been commented on 
in this section of The Times. We refer 
to the erection of American factories 
in England, France, Germany, Russia 
and other European countries. The ef- 
fect of this is summed up by the mag- 
azine writer in the following terse and 
pointed sentences: “They are being 
constructed under American direction 
by American capital. They are to be 
perated by American mechanical ge- 
nius, and the distribution of their out- 
put will be managed by American en- 
ergy and sherwdness. Even now these 
American factories in Europe are turn- 
ing out great quantities of goods. 
American money to the extent of $50,- 
0,000 is already profitably invested in 
these undertakings. On European soil— 
with cheap European labor directed by 
fhe most skillful American superinten- 
dents—American sewing machines, 
American printing machinery, Ameri- 
can bofiers, American electrical appa- 
ratus, and numberless other American 
manufactures, together with machinery 
for further manufacturing, are now be- 
ing produced.” 

Exporting American Ideas. 

This, of course, is ‘only one part of 
a much wider subject. The United 
Stites ise not only exporting her goods, 
but also her ideas, these latter usu 
ally expressed in terms of machinery. 
Take two industries, for example, 
Mustrate the process. After a short and 
severe struggie, due to proverbial re- 
luctance of the British workingman 
to accept an innovation, the latest 
American, machinery for the manufac- 
ture of boots and shoes is now being 
installed in all the leading workshops 
of Leicester, Nottingham and the 
other big boot-making centers of Eng- 
land. Similarly, Switzerland, which 
found her watch-making trade severely 
hit by the competition of American 
machine-made watches, has now all 
ou, machinery for this industry just as 
complete and perfect as we have it 
ourselves. Obviously, our power to 
compete In the foreign boot and watch 
markets is reduced, for we have given 
uway the main advantage we formerly 
possessed, while the foreigner continues 
to hold his one advantage of labor 
cheaper than ours. 
Teaching the Foreigner. 

A recent report by the United States 
Consul-General in Berlin, dealing with 
German views of American industry 
is acquired at the St. Louis: Exposi- 
tion, incidetitally tells an anecdote that 
further Hlustrates the subject we are 
now discussing. “The manager of a 
large machine shop in Berlin,” he says, 
“wae about to order a new machine 
tooi, and sent to an American factory 
sample pieces to be worked by it in or- 
der to ascertain precisely the time that 
would be saved and how well the work 
‘would be performed. The pieces were 
worked out and returned, with a re- 
port of the time occupied by each op- 
ert tion. Among others, a piece had 
been roughed out to the required size 
by an engine lathe in seven minutes. 
Shortly after, the American manufac- 
turer visited the Berlin shop and was 
shown the written tag affixed to the 
piece and wae told that it was absurd— 
that the lathe work ‘would require at 
least an hour. He then offered to dem- 
onstrate that it could be dane in seven 
minutes, the engine lathe having mean- 
while arrived and having been set up 
ready for work. But the German fore- 
mon said: No, that was unnecessary; 
if the American: can do it in seven 
minutes, we can.’ Two days later the 
foreman reported that under his super- 
vision the lathe had done the work in 
five minutes,” 


Trade Commissions Wanted. 


Mere is a case of giving away the 
Whole show—machine, methods, and 
everything else. To return to the article 
in the Booklovers’ Magazine, the writer 
points out that, while this commer- 
cla! Americanization of the Old 
World may at first thought minister 
to our pride, its ultimate ent will be 
seriously to diminish our exports of 
monufactures to Europe. The only rem- 
edy he has to propose is that Congress 
should send out trade commissions, as 
Germany and Erg'ond do, to acquaint 
cur home manufacturers end merchants 
with the details of our foreign trade 
problems,

Orange Shipments Show 

Decided Decrease.

Prior ‘Abnormal Conditions.

Advertising as a Stimulus to 

Consumption. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE rut 
NEW YORK, March 27.—Even though 


ently have been heavy this month, they 
have fallen below the corresponding 
period of last year. Figures compiied 
a few days ago show that there have 
been received in this market to that 
date 139,760 boxes, com with 147, 
342 boxes to the same date last year. 

Comparing the receipts to February 1 
since the beginning of the season the 
disparity is even greater. This year 
the total receipts were 304,391 boxes, 
against 339,398 boxes to the same date 
4 year ago. Why this has been so is 
not quite clear, but a prominent han- 
dler of oranges says that it is due to 
the fact that last year the agency w 
pouring everything it could not 7 
anywhere else into this market, while 
this year only those destined for this 
market when they left California have 
been received. 

The question naturallx arises re- 
garding the effect this has had upon 
the market. All through the season 
the market has been firm, high and ac- 
tive, with conditions generally favor- 
able. The effect of shortage of sup- 
plies naturally would be to increase 
— nee when values are so preca- 

s as they are on ris fruits 
it‘ is difficult to say — a mar- 
ket like this has upon them. 

If consumers want oranges, and this 
holds true with emphasis of New York 
consumers, they will buy them without 
regard to price, provided it is not ex- 
cessive. A few cents more or less on a 
dozen will have no influence with most 
consumers in and about New York. 

FERTILE FIELD. 

Properly managed, there is practi- 
cally no limit to the consumption which 
might be developed in this city. There 
are, in the metropolitan district, more 
than 4,000,000 persons. If the fruit 
were properly advertised and its diet- 
etic value made known to the possible 
consumers, each would take at least 
one orange a day. Many would take 
two or more, but, assuming that they 
took only one, it would mean an enor- 
mous consumption. 

To attain this result would requtre 
advertising and such modern arrange- 
ments and plans as are adopted with 
regard to other commodities. If de- 
partment stores, for example, couid 
handle oranges profitably they would 
increase the sale far beyond the wild- 
est dreams of the most sanguine pro- 
ducer. 

It was understood that this was to 
be done in some degree. Many receiv- 
ers expected something would be done 
in the way of advertising to consum- 
ers, but so far this season no move 
has been made. Receivers do not see 
that it is for them to do it all. They 
are doing much now in advertising to 
distributors. But they taink that the 
growers would be most benefited by 
advertising to the consumers, and con- 
sequentiy think that the growers 
should lead the movement. 

Suppose, for instance, that growers 
were to expend a liberal fund and that 
they should take one-half page in the 
New York dailies for a week. Before 
Sunday it would be impossible to get 
oranges here fast enough to satisfy the 
newly-created demand. This is no idle 
dream. It is done over and over again 
with articles not nearly as meritorious 
and might be done with oranges. 


TIP ON ADVERTISING. 


For a time there may be some diffi- 
cully n disposing of all oranges as 
soon as they arrived, owing to compe- 
titien from Havana pineapples, which 
is increasing steadily. The pineapples 
are coming in excellent condition, and 
the price at auction is moderate. These 
two features will do much to make 
trade active and they will, to some ex- 
tent, cut into the trade in oranges. If, 
however, any concerted effort were 
made to bring the natural excellen- 
cies of oranges before a larger number 
of people there would be no question 
about what would be done with every- 
thing that came here. 

All these business opportun tles which 
present themselves are worth consid- 
ering, and growers and owners of large 
orchards, whose homes may be else- 
where, including companies Who are 
exploiting such orchards and groves, 
should investigate the matter of uad- 
vertising. 

Last year Porto Rico oranges re- 
ceived columns of free advertising that 
was of a very praiseworthy character. 
The result was that the trade grew so 
rapidiy that it was impossible to sat- 
isfy the demand, But receivers de- 
ceived consumers. In many instances 
hundreds of boxes were taken direct 
from the holds of ships and forwarded 
to the West without repacking. The 
fruit naturally arrived in bad condi- 
tion. Some dealers found that they 
couldn't save anything out of more 
or less of the boxes us they came. The 
result was that Porte Ricos lost many 
friends. 

This year there has been no free ad- 
Vertising. They are scarcely ever men- 
tioned, and when they are it is in the 
most uncomplimentary terms. The re- 
sult of this policy is that there has 
been no business worth mentioning in 
Porto Ricos this season. It was a geod 
opportunity, because Floridas amounted 
to nothing, and there was some pre}- 
udice aguinst Califerniasg, due to the 
unwise methods of the agency last yer. 
in spite of all this, Californias have 
forged to the front more rapidly than 
ever before and when the season closes 
it will have been the best ever known, 

An experienced receiver pointed out 
this week that the fruit should be iced 
as early as March 1, and if the season 
should prove warm the last week in 
February would be even better. This 
year icing was not begun until along 
into March. In fact, the first car of 
iced fruit. was offered during the last 
week. The effect of icing was shown 
immediately in the higher prices paid. 
The fancy fruit sold up to $3.50 at auc- 
tion, which was a high price, and 
when the other limit is reached, 85 
cents, something of the value of icing 
can be appreciated. It may be expen- 
sive. It is much more expensive than 
it ought to be, but that it must be done 
if growers wish to obtain the best 
prices for their fruit is a certainty. 

Everybody who has investigated the 
subject knows well that it doesn't cost 
the price asked to ice a box of oranges, 
but at present growers, shippers and 
receivers alike appear to be helpless,

TUCSON (Ariz.) March 31.—Armed 
with an ax, Adolfo Manzo, a seventeen- 
year-old resident of Douglas, tried 
to chop open an old cylinder that had 
lain for some time in a small gulch 
near his home. It opened at the first 
blow, for it was a nitro-glycerine tor- 
pedo, that must in some way have been 
lost at the time the wells of the cop- 
per smelting plants, near by, were 
sunk, 

There was an explosion that shook 
the town and a cloud of dust believed 
to have been 200 feet in height. When 
the dust cleared away, investigation 
showed only a deep hole where Manzo 


had stood. Of his body a few shreds. 


were found. The body of Manso's dog 
was found a short distance away. 

A couple of Mexican lads, who took 
in the whole scene at the distance of 
200 feet, were not harmed. A Coroner's 
jury decided that death had resulted 
from “the explosion of some unknown 
explosive.”

BLACK REVENGE 
DISPENSERS. 


ULL surely these are troublous 

times for the saloon man, and the 

end is not yet. With a Police Com- 
mission imposing all kinds of strict 
regulations, and threatening to cancel 
the license of every saloon that does 
not toe the line, the barkeeps are sit- 
ting up very straight and taking par- 
ticular notice; but back of all this come 
reports from the Anti-Saloon League 
campaigners that cause great disquie- 
tude, 

Yet another of the saloon men's wor- 
ries bobbed up yesterday. What if the 
observation of a “color line“ should be 
the means of eventually closing up 
every saloon in the city? 

Impossible? Who knows? The cast- 
ing of 3000 or 1000 votes of the colored 
men against the saloons might turn 
the resukt of the election. and these 
votes may go that way. 

“When you see a man with a black 
skin nowadays, you may put him down, 
nine times out of ten, as one who will 
vote for prohibition of the saloons, if 
that question ever comes to a vote in 
Los Angeles,” sald an intelligent leader 
among the negroes yesterday. 

The colored men almost to a unit. 
I firmly believe, will vote to close the 
saloons; although their reasons for so 
doing come from widely different 
sources. A lafge number of the col- 
ored voters of this city do not use 
liquor for a beverage. They are op- 
posed to the saloons on the general 
grounds of temperance, and they will

|} reasons that many of the white voters 


have. 
“But there’s another element which 


is likely to cut considerable figure in 


this campaign, and that is dead sure to 
vote against the open drinking places. 
These are the negroes who do drink— 
when they get a chance—and sirange 
as it may seem, that is the reason 
they will vote aguinst the saloons, 

“Do you know it is a hard thi 
& negro to get served in many — 5 t 
saloons of this city? Well, that’s a 
fact, and if the prohibition question 
comes to a vote this element. will have 
an opportunity for sweet revenge 
knocking the men who would not serve 
them with drinks. 


“Why, a colored man can go into a . 


saloon here and wait half an hour 
before the barkeep will be able to see 
him. Either the man with the white 
spron will be so awfully busy, or ese, 
when he does happen to discover a ne- 
gro at the bar he will inform him that 
drinks are 50 cents, or a dollar, or any- 
thing that he thinks will rid him of the 
man with the black skin. 

“Do you wonder that the colored man 
feels a natural resentment, and that: 
though he may be a drinking man im- 
self, he would take an opporiuaity tc 
give the saloon owner a swipe by help- 
ing to vote him out of business? 


“I’ve had expressions from many ne- 


groes of this class, as well as from 
the temperance element, and 1 believe 
the most of three or four thousand 


colored votes will be cast against the 
saloons if a ballot is taken.”

TOO MUCH TO DO. 

In partial justification of the license 
collectors in the Tax Collector's office, 
it should be remembered that the task 
imposed on the four inspectors is suf- 
ficient to require the undivided atten- 
tion of at least twice that number. A 
great portion of their labors would be 
unnecessary if the police officers would 
do their part by reporting persons and 
firms evading the license ordinance. | 

In scores, yes, hundreds, of instances, 
persons who should pay license are sur- 
teptitiousiy evading the collectors. But 
there are equally as many other cases 
where persons willing to pay a license 
have never been visited by a license 
collector. 

It is only during the last two years 
that the license ordinance has covered 
so many lines of business, and many 
of the details of inspection and col- 
lection have not yet been worked out. 
For a time the merchants opposed a li- 
cense levied “for revenue only,” and 
fought test cases through the State 
Supreme Court. Two sections of the 
original license ordinance were deciared 
liegal and this for a time threw a 
cloud on the validity of the entire or- 


dinance. 
But the legal clouds all vanished 


months ago, and practically the entire 


ordinance has stood the crucial test of 
Supreme Court decisions. 

In the opinion of the City Attorney 
the time thas passed for legislative de- 
liberation. The ordinance) itself con- 
tains ample provisions for ‘enforcement 
and it is “up to“ the legislative de- 
partment to collect the money.

LORDSBURG. 

WILL SUPPLY MORE “JUICE.” 

LORDSBURG, Apri! 2.—A large force 
of linemen was at work today on the 
wires of the Electric Light and Power 
Company of Los Angeles, which extend 
along the Base Line road. These wires 
bring the electric power from Mentone 
in San Bernardino county, and 10 
from the power-house at the head of 
San Antonio Caflon, they extend to 
Azusa, where they are joined to the 
wires from the power-house in San Ga- 


driel Canon. 

wires which run 
through La Verne, at present carry 
Juice to Los Angeles, which repre- 
sents 600 horas power from Mentone 
and 600 horse power from San Antonio 
Cafion, There is not sufficient copper 
to carry more juice, and the wires are 
being doubled up, six additional wires 
being placed beside the six now in 
use, two wires being run from each 
insulator. The work is being pushed 
forward as speedily as possible. All 
the electric current east of here has 
been shut off during the daytime, con- 
nection being made again at night, the 
Los Angeles end of the system making 
up the deficiency by operating the elec- 
trie light and power plant in Los An- 
geles, witich is run by steam. 


HOLLYWOOD. 
NEW WEEKLY PAPER. 

HOLLYWOOD, April 2.-—Fifty fiti- 
tens of Hollywood have organized a 
steck company for the purpose of 
establishing a weeKly newspaper to be 
known as “The Hollywood Citizen.”
